In trisyllabic and polysyllabic words streas usually occurs on the penulti- 
mate syllable whenever neither or none of the other syllables have accented 
vowels. Ex. : mi-fain'-ya^ en-kcd'-na, om-pen'^she, o-m'-han, ^an-o'-i, ka-mct-hen'- 
wa, ka-min-do*, le'-ha-re, ka-ne-H'l, men-kbi' -na-shej 'henshd'OcYngd'Shl, 

As it is not usual to find capitals cast for tbe accented letters, tbe initial 
letters of proper names, when bearing accents, are indicated by prefixing a 
direct period as .mig (Little Nicobar), M (Batti Malv), but Pu (Car Mcobar), 
Pigu (Burma), <fcc.

(7) In the diphthongs atn, aun, ptii, the nasality principally affects a and o, 
but it is retained through the whole diphthong, that is, the nasal passaget 
remain open. 

(8) denotes the sound of ch in rie* arrested before being fally uttered. 

(9) denotes the sound of dge Ukhiidge arrested before being fully uttered. 

(10) denotes the sound of c? in fraction arrested before being fully uttered. 

(11) ng is a palatilised ng, and bears the same relation to it as n bears to- n. 
To pronounce n attempt to say n and y simultaneously ; to pronounce ng' do 
the same for ng and y. 

(12) This r is soft and gentle, with no sensible ripple of the tongue, as very 
frequently in English, but is not merely vocal.
